tsin Prefect, Magistrate, and Deputy Magis. 
trate, also Mr. Wu Tingfang, who had 
arrived for the occasion from Peking. whence he 
will return in a day or so, to assist H.E. Li 
Hung-chang to frame the commercial treaty with 
Japan. Mr. G. Detring, Miss Detring. Lady 
von Seckendorff, Mr. and Mrs. Mandl, Mr. and. 
Mrs. G. Ritter, and all the members of our 
German community also put in an appearance 
at 1.15 p.m,, apparelled in their Sunday best. 
The Acting Sustoms Taotai Weng urrived: 
followed by the Tientsin Taotai. On their 
arrival the marines presented arms and Baron 
von Seckendorff read his speech, which was to 
the effect that ever since seventeen years ago 
Germany had wanted a settlement of her own. 
and had at last arranged one to be on the terme 
presented on the 18th October last, which was a 
roof of the goodwill existing between their 
jesties of China and Germany. The only 
foreigner present who was not a German was 
your correspondent. 


RAILWAYS AT LAST.

The Peking correspondent of the N.C. Daily. 
News writes :— 

. An Imperial Edict was issued to-day, the 6th 
of December, ordering the construction of the line, 
a double one, from Tientsin to Lukouch‘iao, the 
“go-called Marco Polo's Bridge, 10 miles to the 
south-west of Peking. It is to be built by Mr. 
Kinder, in other words by the Chinese them- 
selves, and to be completed, at soonest in one 
year and at latest in eighteen months. It is 
to cost, including ground and locomotives, 
three millions of taels and extends in length 
216 lt or 72 miles, making it cost about £7,000 
per mile. The line itself is to cost Tis. 
9,400,000. The rails are to be 85-Ibs. so as to 

- give great strength and permit of great speed. 
Taotai Hu is made director. The Emperor 
does not wish it to come to Peking in the mean- 
time. It will undoubtedly pay well and it 
expects to carry the Russian tes from Tientsin, 
camels’ hair and wool to Tientsin, and coal 
from the Western Hills to Tientsin. It will 
prove a great convenience to the graduates 
coming up for their examinations and the 
officials coming up for audience.

I went at once to see 
that the boats were properly secured and on re- 
turning to my -house I found a rush of water 
coming from the mountains with great violence, 
which entirely flooded the place, the water not 
finding sufficient outlet to the sea. The water 
rose above two feet and flooded my honse, which is 
only a foot from the ground, leaving a mass of 
mud all over the place. The other houses being 
raised about three feet from the ground escaped. 
On making enquiries into the cause of the flood 
we found that some large landslips had occurred 
at. the foot of the mountains some two miles 
from us. The water subsided about two o'clock. 
At the time of, writing it is still. threataning 
rain and blowing hard fiom the westward.

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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Reliable private walioas inform us (China 
Gazette) that there is |serious friction between 
aroun Schenk Zu Schweinsberg, the German 
Minister in Peking, hmd M. von Btandt, the 
ex- Minister, who is now devoting hislattention 
to mercantile question ! Baron Schwoinsberg’s 
reputation as a diplom@tist stands very high in 
Peking and also with His own Government and 
he very naturally objqits to any dictation from 
his venerable predecessor as to how he should 
manage his business. 
The China Gazette sdys:—Numerous enquiries 
have lately: been in pitogress on behalf of the 
Chinese Gdvernment far experienced and com- 
petent navigators. British only, all other for- 
eigners being excluded .jto proceed to some place 
abroad to bring out a jew fleet of watiships to 
China. Some have béen already engaged by 
Wang Wen-shao, Vicé toy of Chihli, or his de- 
puties, and tempting/terms are offered to the 
right men. It is very] difficult to learn where 
exactly they are to gb| but from information 
that has reached us wel believe the ships have 
been purchased from the Chilian Government, 
which was willing to part with them to either 
the Japanese or Chinqse during the war. 
The China Gazette |of the 21st December 
says :—There .are noj {less than three vessels 
badly ashore np the Mfangtsze at the present 
moment, all undoubtedly due to the economy-of 
their owners in trusting to native pilots. The 
first is a large two funydlled Chinese mdan-of-war, 
which has been stuck) above Wuhu for some 
four months. She, a had her stem badly 
twisted in the efforts hhade to get her off. but 
she is still hard and fdst and bids fair to remain 
in her present position) for many a long day. 
Then there is a Chincké despatch vessel belong. 
ing to the Viceroy Chang, which was coming 
down iu a tearing hurry and piled herself high 
up abreast of the Callidpe shoal. Thirdly, the 
steamer Smith, belonging to the defunct Formo- 
san Government, ix stu¢k on the shore at Graveuer 
island with very littld chance of getting off 
until next year. So ihhch for Chinese pilots. 
At Kobe on the 24rd December a fire occurred 
on the steamer Aza From the Chronicle 
we learn that the firt(broke out in No. 2 hold. 
where coolies had he discharging American 
cotton shipped at Yokdhama. There were about 
fifty bales to be discharged when. the fire 
occurred. and the hatchbs were open, so that the 
sinvke was quickly udticed and the bales were 
soon hoisted on ta thd {deck and deluged with 
water. Most of tke|bales were more or less 
charred, but the cotton being so tightly packed 
it was able to uffer a good deal of resistance to 
the fire. The Russianjdud Japanese men-of-war 
in the harbour sent reakly help, but fortunately 
the ship's crew were quite able to cope with the 
outbreak. Thourh if lis not definitely known 
how the fire occurred Jit is conjectured that it 
resulted from the coplies smoking— a lighted 
match, perhaps, being thoughtlessly thrown 
down. The Azamor Was to have left for Bom- 
bay on the 24th, but as inspections by Lloyd's 
surveyor and the sutyeyor of the Marine In- 
surance Company werp necessary, the departure 


of the ship was postpaned till daybreak on the 
25th.
